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The Literary is the most neglected of all the 
College Societies. If the men supported it they 
could make it worth while attending in every 
sense of the word. Those who stay away are 
not benefiting by their apathy either the Society 
or themselves. A few years ago every one of 
the ablest men at College were supporters of the 
Literary and Debating Society. To-day there 
are only a small number who think it worth 
while attending the meetings. Those who stay 
away and pretend that they have not time to im- 
prove themselves and the society by their efforts 
no doubt think that a few men should furnish 
programmes week after week, theatrical fashion, 
for them to listen to and criticize, but they 
strongly object to lending a helping hand m the 
work of entertainment and mutual improvement. 

The men who used to support the Debating 
Society have left College, and it is greatly to be 
regretted that only a few have seen fit to follow 
in their footsteps. Those few, however, have 
succeeded in furnishing representatives who have 
defeated the ’Varsity debaters year after year. 
The College has got the honour resulting from 



their efforts, while there are still some students 
who think there is nothing to gain by joining 
the “Literary” and that the Society has nothing 
to gain by their support. Let us hope they are 
not wrong in their first supposition only. 



We believe now that all the members of the 
Senior Class Pin Committee have been appoin- 
ted, and we would suggest that they meet at 
once and take some steps to insure the delivery 
of the pin while we are still in our Senior Year. 
As we stated in an editorial some time ago, we 
believe that the true function of the class pin 
is only realized when it becomes associated 
distinctly with the Fourth Year and serves as a 
badge of seniority to the wearer. We feel that 
in this case the satisfaction to be derived 
from its wearing will be greatly increased and 
its value to the wearer greatly enhanced. If 
the Committee take active steps at once there 
is no reason why we could not have the pin de- 
livered to us some time in January. 
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WAR CRIES. 

As it is now the season when niaiiy of the 
Years are hunting for material for Class Yells 
and other songs (,)t discordant harmony we have 
thought it might benefit some if we published 
the following article by a former McGill man. 
It has appeared in print before, but it is bright 
and pithy enough to bear repetition. 

“I\o doubt it will be generally admitted by 
speculative minds that the subject of war cries 
is an exceedingly interesting and intellectual one, 
and anyone who has earnestly endeavoured to 
analyze the cortiplcxity of feeiing to which they 
give expression inu-t come to the conclusion that 
here is a problem, or rather a realm of problems, 
worthy of the ability and the effort of a veteran 
scientist. Take, for example, the war cry of the 
Rumpty-Foo Indians, which, as everybody 
knows, is “ VViang, wiang, wong, wang, wong, 
wingty, wingty, wing, wang, wong.” When 
one pictures to himself a noble tribe of savages 
(and the Rumpties are both noble and savage) 
giving forth to the world the melodious echoes 
of such a war cry as that, one is naturally led 
back to the gentle days of chivalry. 

The “ W ” which is so prominent in this noble 
outburst of feeling, as well-known psychologists 
have already pointed out, clearly expresses the 
sentiment contained in the native word “ Wigge- 
wawa,” which is obviously connected with our 
own word wig, and is forcibly significant of 
scalps -and scalping. This is interesting from an 
ethnological as well as a psychological point of 
view, as it points to an original relationship be- 
tween the Rumpty-Foos and the Red Indians of 
North America, though even this obvious con- 
clusion has been disputed. A more extended 
enquiry into the meaning of the term “ Wigge- 
wawa,’’ leads us to infer that it expresses very 
much the same feelings as are so well depicted 
in the words of a certain old gentleman, who, 
according to Dickens, kept a second-hand estab- 
lishment near Portsmouth at one time, and forms 
one of the most striking pictures in the works 
of the great novelist. Perhaps it might pre- 
judice my friends, the Indians, in the mind of 
the reader if I were to go farther into detail. A 
point of particular interest is noticeable in con- 
nection with the repetition of the syllable ‘‘ ing.” 
I trace in it the source from which the Swiss 
bagpipes must have been evolved in some re- 
mote period of the history of evolution ; and I 
think it strange that evolutionists have not ad- 
vanced this fact in support of their theory, for 
assuredly it is both striking and powerful. 

Before passing from this interesting example 
of emotional expression I would notice the 
significant hint conveyed in the syllables “wing, 
wang, wong,”which, no doubt, have already sug- 



gested to those interested in this subject the 
many Chinese laundries which decorate the cities 
of the world at the present day. Without doubt 
the meaning intended to be conveyed is that not 
only will the Rumpty warriors reluctantly slay 
their enemies, but they will also take from them 
all they jiossess — in tact, strip them clean. 

I>ut we now come to a war cry which is far 
more interesting to us, as it expresses all the 
deep feelings ot our own University — the war 
cry of McGill, ‘‘ M-C-G-I-L-L, What’s the mat- 
ter with old McGill? She’s all right, oh yes, you 
bet ! ! !” What memories it awakens ! What 
associations it calls up ! W'hat antiquity and 
wisdom it represents ! As may be naturally- 
supposed, this war cry is far more intellectual 
than the one we have just been considering, and, 
therefore, it requires more concentrated thought, 
more earnest attention, to understand and elu- 
cidate the intricacies of feeling that are con- 
tained in it. 

The “ M ’’ is plain enough, and is addressed 
to all opponents of McGill in whatever sphere 
of rivalry they appear. It means simply “ My 
magnificentico, you think yourself so great !’’ 
This letter is emphasized naturally when we are 
not so successful as we might be, and need en- 
couragement, and, therefore, should be taken as 
an expression of honest scorn and determined 
purpose rather than one of personal aggrandize- 
ment. The “ C ” is printed small, and wisely so, 
for it represents sweet, innocent childhood ; but 
it says, ‘ We are more than seven.” I believe 
that those who have investigated the matter hold 
that this has special reference to the students of 
the First Year; if so, we congratulate them sin- 
cerely upon their advanced age and increasing 
wisdom. Like ewry institution of respectable 
antiquity, we are blessed with ghosts, and it is 
with these apparitions that we connect the third 
letter of this curious remnant of the Middle 
.■\ges. These ghosts appear first in the Molson 
Hall and other centres of the University where 
the spirit of professional investigation runs ram- 
pant. They appear in a most conspicuoits form 
in the front lobby of the central building around 
Christmas time (for gn\-e me a Christmas ghost), 
and they disconsolately walk the halls of the 
University in the spring. Those who have had 
the painful ])rivilege of seeing them hold that 
they resemble nothing more strongly than a bird 
of some kind, which has, for some unaccount- 
able reason, doffed its plumage. This has led 
investigators of a somewhat bold spirit to con- 
nect the “G” with the preceding letter, by mak- 
ing the hatter stand for chicken ; but I cannot 
follow them into such deep water as this. Evol- 
utionists, for they have been busy here as else- 
where, state that these are the ghosts of men 
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who were students at McGill at a period so re- 
mote in the world's history, that they had not yet 
reached that stage where they could justify that 
definition of man given by the ancient philo- 
sophcr, who described him as a featherless bi- 
ped. 

The three last letters of the first utterance in 
the war cry are to be taken together, and the 
question at once arises as to whether they are to 
be pronounced in accordance with the contin- 
ental rules of pronunciation or after the old 
style. The discussion of this matter, though of 
great interest and importance, would take up too 
much time and space for the patience of the 
ordinary reader- and at anv rate it is a matter 
which still remains unsettled. 

To me the word seems to be English, in spite 
of the fact of our being a classical University, 
and I would simply take it to mean what it says. , 
It points to a state of uneasiness or pain, pro- 
duced by diflferent and varied circumstances, the 
character of which depends upon time and place; 
and it is, doubtless, for this reason that our war 
cry ends with the reassuring Teiteration of the 
fact that McGill is all right. No matter what 
adversities she may meet with, what momentary 
defeats she may suffer, yet. whatever else may 
be wrong, the smallest boy in the streets of 
Montreal will tell you that McGill is all right. 
Surely no more encouraging words could have 
been chosen to characterize the life and histor\^ 
of this great institution than those that occupy 
so prominent a position in its well-known war 
cry% and may it ever be said of AIcGill with truth 
and honesty that “ She is all right. ’

lake and rail route into the Slocan, reaching 
Sandon, the centre of the lead-silver country, on 
the seventeenth. Time only permitted us to 
see the Payne and Slocan Star Mines. These, 
however, gave a good idea of mining difficulties 
and ore concentration. 

From the Slocan we passed on into the Koo- 
tenay country. The route, from a scenic point 
of view, is wonderful. Some, who had seen 
Lake Lucerne, thought Slocan Lake quite its 
equal. 

Our next stop-over was at Rossland, and none 
of us are likely to forget it, for the Rossland 
people seem to have had the delusion that we 
w'ere royalty.

Centre Star and Le Roi, surface and under- 
ground, the management in each case taking 
unlimited pains to show'' and explain ; but T 
fear our impressions of the Rossland people 
were stronger than of the Ross’and mines, 
for they attacked us from the .social side. 

The War Eagle provided a ball, a whew of a 
ball. Tile Le Roi followed up with a dinner. 
\s one of the speakers put it. “the War Eagle 
made our feet go round, the Le Roi our heads.’’ 
Professor Evans had given descriptive lectures 
on McGill at Vancouver and Victoria. These 
were repeated before the Rossland people at 
their formal reception. The interior views of 
the R.V.C. left many longings in the breasts of 
the B.C. maidens. Some day thev wall bear 
fruit. 

With car wheels grumbling at the pity of it. 
we left this Acadia, bound w^est again into the 
Boundarv Countrv.

These words, perhaps more than any other, 
express wdiat should be the ideal temper of the 
student — and not of the student only, but of 
every man who wishes to be a factor in the great 
directive and fonnative movements of society. 
To know life one must live, and that in the 
broadest sense: to live one must let pass no 
opportunity for broadening and deepening his 
insight into the w'orkings of Nature and of so- 
ciety. at the same time laving himself open to 
the influence of the true, the beautiful and the 
good. This is nowhere more strikinglv illu.s- 
trated than in the attempt of a popular writer on 
scientific and religious auestions. in anticinatinp 
the decadence of dogmatic religion, to replace it 
bv something that is aesthetic and rational, “as 
old dogmatic religions fail to sunniv the spirit- 
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ual stimulus, it is the more necessary to find it 
in the wonders of the universe, the beauties at 
Nature, and in communion with great minds 
through music, painting and books. ^ 
to see how one living under such ideal com 
ditions could long remain an out-and-out ag- 
nostic; and we think that it is under such con- 
ditions, combined with one’s own particular 
form of religion, and every man having his stint 
of work to do in the buihhng up and improving 
of society, that man can most truly Hve^ 

Emerson, in his “The American Scholai, 
which William Dean Howells has called “ our 
intellectual Declaration of Independence,” has 
well shown the value of action, of experience, 
when he savs: Tf it were only for a vocabulary 
the scholar would be covetous of action. Life 
is our dictionary. Years are well spent in coun- 
try labours; in town, in the insight into trades 
and manufactures ; in frank intercourse with 
many men and women; in science; in art — to 
the one end of mastering in all their facts a 
language by which to illustrate and embody our 
perceptions. I learn immediately from any 
speaker how much he has already lived throug^li 
the poverty or the splendour of his speech. Life 
lies behind us as the quarry from whence we 
get tiles and cope-stones for the masonry of to- 
day. Tliis is the way to learn grammar. Col- 
leges and books only copy the language which 
the field and the work-vard made.”

orderly political parties, such as “The 
International W'^orking-men’s Association and 
the Social Democratic Alliance.” There were 
several councils — an International Council, and 
within it a council unknown to it, and even 
another council inside that kiiow'ii only to its 
members. 

In 1881 everything was changed by an anar- 
chist manifesto advocating the annihilation of 
all authorities, kings, statesmen, clergy, capital- 
ists, etc., and the use of firearms and explosives 
to this end. Since then it has been a move- 
ment of conspirators and criminals, but there 
have been two stages in its development. In 
the eighties the policy was Anarchist move- 
ments in rebellions, since 1890 it has been in 
the stage of assassination. Witness the deaths 
of Carnot, the Empress of Austria, Humbert 
of Italy, and finally of William McKinley. 

The present organization consists of a large 
number of independant, small groups, and wide 
federation has been abandoned.. France . has 
a network of these groups, but Italy is th" 
centre of anarchism, and Leghorn is the most 
criminal anarchist city in the world. In Ger- 
manv socialism takes the place of anarchism. 
In England and the United States there is no 
indigenous anarchism, but there are many bands 
of anarchist refugees both in London and 
New York. 

The connection between the criminal anar- 
chist of present day and the philosophical 
anarchist of the first of the century is very 
slight. An ignorant man crushed by economic 
struggle for life is embittered, and eagerly seizes 
the catch-Avords, “Abolition of the State,” 
“Regeneration of FTuman Society.” without 
any idea of their meaning; his mind is hypno- 
tized by the idea of being exalted into an anar- 
chist. The anarchist assassin is a criminal 
with a streak of benevolence. 

Continental countries treat anarchism by 
special restrictive legislation and censorship of 
the press and public meetings. England and 
the United States relv on their criminal law; 
but the* police, especially in New York, make 
pretexts for breaking up meetings and for ar- 
resting agitators. A cure has been suggested 
bv Mr. Pinkerton, that is to put all the Anar- 
chist leaders on a particularlv snakv and junglv 
Phillipine, and after some time to bring back 
the survivors as awful examples. 

The lecture was warmlv applauded, and Miss 
Wisdom voiced the feelings of all when she 
moved a heartv vote of thanks.
